Prices T&ich Criswell asks are often wild and prices which 
Sheehan and others competing with him pay Is often amazing. 

I just think the set of scrip you sent me is fascinating, 
but cannot understand values. I guess 1 just have trouble 
adjusting to today's prices. 

To solve ray problem with you, I am enclosing a 
10 pound S. C. 1748 restrike. There are no signed pieces 
known of this denomination and this is from the original 
copper plate. These must have been struck long ago but I 
do not know where the plate was located. It is a real rarity 
and I hope it pleases you. I am glad it can go back to 
South Carolina. I do want you to be well satisfied. 

I have been delayed in ray correspondence by over- 
whelming business details and sometimes I wish I could retire 
to numismatic research. However, numismatics has become so 
commercial today that it interferes with the cooperation 
tfiich dealers and collectors gave one another in the past.
